sas. Great alarm Is felt. The association de- 
clares against tbo Importation of all- ca,Ule 
into the stato «ndasks tho governor to rail a 
special session of tho legislature to enact 
quarantine laws.

comed tho guests, especially Speaker Carlisle. 
As tho name of Mr.Corllsle was mentloneditho 
gentlemen arose aud cbceroS. TJie president 
In his speech referred to resolutions of sym- 
pathy passed by the house of representatives 
on the death of Herr Lasker, the determined 
opponent of tho protective policy, and slid 
that

the whole country has united without dis- 
tinction of party In con'dcranlng the acliou of 
tho German chancellor In refusing to trans- 
mit this ,resolution_to the reichstag."_Wlieeler. 
said that another encouraging fact Is the 
report on the Morrison bill. It Is, a step 
forward and we welcome It, and "free trade," 
he mid, "does not mean t«xed trade; it does 
not mean that commerce should not be 
burdened more heavily than agriculture or 
manufactures and tbat no class of our citizens 
should have a bounty from the government 
at the expense of the rest." 


The sentiment to which Mr, Carlisle res- 


ponded woa "Our Federal Union." Free 
trade among the stated was' established by 
tho constitution not only for trade between 
thn states then existing but between all states 
that might thereafter exist as members of the 
federal union, and most all will admit tbat 
the wonderful transportation of this country 
It attributable largely to that provision, more 
largely than to any other one thing. What a 
different picture this country presents from 
wbat It would have presented if tho policy of 
restriction and protection had' prevailed 
among tho states as It has prevailed for so 
many years between the United States and 
foreign nations. Under the liberal policy es- 
tablished by the constitution our means of In- 
ternal communication and transportation 
lu Increasing free commercial intercourse be- 
tween the states has promoted the develop- 
ment of our national resources, fostered a^i- 
culture and manufacture, and added millions 
to the wealth of the people; white the pro- 
tective system h'as to a large extent 'at le«t 
shut us out from the markets of other coun- 
tries and brought 114 substantially to the de - 
uiandaof home consumption, »nd In many 
cases has actually arrested the free develop- 
nient.of great Industrial Interests. When we 
bave adjusted ourselves in the same nay, as 
those who have becom* accustomed to it, It 
might be' Injurious to suddenly repeal 
or KKtatly reduce the duties. Such' a course 
would seriously alaiiu many who are em- 
ployed In those enterprises. For these rea- 
sons it i« always been my opinion that It 
was the; duty of congress to proceed carefully 
in this subject. In other words I am In favor 
of a refoi.uKtion, not a revolution. Taxation 
only for the purpose of raising revenue for 
public use should be the established law. I 
will aid any body of men In bringing *hout 
this K'*"d .(Ujult, 
. The reference of Mr. Carlisle to a revenue 
for public purposes elicited complete concur 
reuce, as did his declaration that he was for 
"a reformation, not a revolution," As he 
utteied the closing sentence the company 
rose, nkved their handkerchiefs and cheered 
heartily.

I visited the 


largest herd in tbe county to-day, said to bo 
afflicted with tbe foot and mouth disease, the 
herd belonging to Robert K. Keating, seven 
miles north of Efflnghairi, I found the cattle 
hod foot rot, but not a single indication'of the 
fooi aud mouth dlbea&e. Tbo herd consists 
of fifty-one cattle, part of which became 
afflicted with foul In. the foot about January 
1st. Not being properly cared for the disease 
has: increased aud some, of the 
cattle 


haie 
lost 
their 
hoofs. 
The 
disease 


is confined to calves and the younger portion 
of the 'herd, Older cattle and sheep In the 
same pasture show no signs of the disease 
whatever. Of fourteen now .suffering not 
one shows tbe slightest indication of diseased 
moutb, and all .have ravenous appetites, an 
ludlcatlon of poor feeding.

these cases, I am certain that these cattle are 
not "fleeted with the feotand mouth disease.

LONDON'. March 15. Su«irim advices slate

The report 
produced a p*nle among the EgriitlvK, many 
of whom openly announced tbelr sympathy 
with Osoi«n Diguia, A riot ensued and order 
w«9 only iMtored by the anost «nd Imprison- 
ment of the mutineers, two of whom had to
